Wo ore very for- 
tunate in being able to collect this large 
sum of money (except about $400 00} in a 
little over one month's time. It shows' 
that the people of Lake County stand ready 
to help one an other in time of need.

History of Pardons and Commutations 
rn IlllnolH Tor Twenty- Three Tears. 
Si'RIMgfikm), .Tan. G, 1890, 
Enrron AsTiocit News: 

Ae Governor Altgeld 1ms been subjected 
to a great deal of acrimonious criticism, on 
the ground that ho has abused the pardon 
power, a number of gentlemen nt Spring- 
field, who were denirons of ascertaining the 
true facts in this regard, have made Bcarch 
of the official records* appertaining to the 
issuing of pardons, and find tho following 
record ; 

Tho records and reports in tho varioiiH 
departments of the Stale show that for 
twenty years, ending January 1, 1803, the 
Aaverage number of prisoners in tho peni- 
tentiaries of tbo State was eighteen hundred 
and sixty-eight (1,808) per year. During 
those twenty years, there were sixteen hun- 
dred and seventy-three (1.673) pardons and 
commutations granted, making an average 
of eighty-three and two thirds (83=3) per 
year, or about 4.5 per cent each year of the 
number of convicts in prison. 

For the year 1893, 1894 and 1895, the 
liverago numbor of convicts in our peni- 
tentiaries was twenty-one hundred and 
eighty-two (2,182). During those years 
thoro were two hundred andsixteon (210) 
pardons and commutations granted, mak- 
ing an average of seventy-two (72) per 
year, that being about 3.3 percent of the 
average number of convicts in tljo peni- 
tentiaries for those years.' 
1 It thus appears that in proportion to tho 
number of convicts in tho penitentiaries, 
there were, on nn average, every year for 
twenty, yearo, about 36Jjj per. cent more 
pardons nnd commutations granted prior

One of 'the" latest features 'of wood 
pulp Industry is the manufacture, in 
Haverhill, Mass., of shoe heels from 
that material, white pine and other 
kinds being used for the purpose. In 
carrying .out this art the plan, ae^ de- 
scribed, consists in reducing the "wood 
in the usual way' In digesters, after 
which the pulp Is put into a tank and 
mixed with, the substances necessary 
for Imparting to heel stock,,tho.neces-, 
aary. ro qii ir einepls, bucIl : ajg ; ajcohpl; 1J thv 
argc,' tar, "degras arid Oah glue',; "a" 
thorough mixing of these with pulp be- 

any or two, eo that .tho. fiber may bo 
penetrated, when another application 
of materials occurs. The object at this 
stage Is to harden the pulp somewhat, 
so that It can he rolled into thick sheets 
and handled, shellac and borax accom- 
plishing this, the pulp thus having the 
consistency of cement. At tills point 
Blackened lime is put in, and, as this 
'hardens' when'dry, the pulp must bo 
rolled Into sheets and cut into heels 
before, tho hardening takes place. With 
"needed rapidity the pulp is how drawn 
from tho tank In sheets, It being Just 
thick enough, and there being specially 
arranged rollers and adjustments at the 
bottom of the tank for effecting this, 
A series of pressures through press rol- 
lers reduces the sheet to tho right thick- 
ness, and the sheet, is next placed quick- 
ly upon tho bed of a cutter; the wheels 
are now started, and In a momont the 
platen falla, forcing a- hundred or more 
cutters upon the sheet, shaping out a 
heel each,

' An investigation into the, relations be- 
tween child labor and the mercantile 
houses has been begun by Mrs. A, P." 
StcvenB, chairman of the Chicago Civic 
Federation special committee' appointed 
to Investigate the child labor question. 
The investigation is to be in connection 
with the work of the legislative com- 
mittee appointed at the last session of 
the General Assembly. Secretary Eas- 
ley, of tho Chicago Federation, says all 
tho big mercantile houses and depart- 
ment stores have offered' their hearty 
co-operation in the work and have 
given the committee free scope to get 
all- the information ^possible from the 
children and to furnish the names and 
addresses of all In their employ. The 
work of the committee will extend right 
In the homes of the children who work 
In down town stores.

Narcotism. 

In tho. face of st&tiBics, showing, an in- 
crease in the munufacturo and consumption 
of narcotics and stimulants, it^is sometimes 
difficult to regard the future hopefully. A 
broader'.view^of ■ the ' situation, however,' 
enables us to see, evoh'in'the:uurkneflB, the 
dawn of better timesl There ain be no 
question .but that there is a growing senti- 
ment against eho use of narcotics among 
the more- enlightened classes of society, 
with "an ; ever-increaBing number .of tota^ 
ahstuiners, and white it is tnso that the 
consumption of narcotics and stimulants is 
increasing per capita, the use oE tbeje 
'poisons is becoming less - general, being 
confined to special classes of society. 

The middle class, which in all countries, 
from time immemorial has bccii tbo.sal- 
vation.of tho nation, is, in the United 
States, practically free from tho habit of 
inebriety,: tho occasional .exceptions only 
proving the truth of the statement. 

The growing sentiment ■ against the usu 
of narcotics has had the- effect of intensi- 
fying their demoralising action' oh the 
individual, and thus magnifying the promi- 
nence of the baneful action ■ of narcotics 
upon the system until it is rapidly becom- 
ing to be recognized as a disooso, whereas, 
in former years it was only looked upon as 
purelv n. habit. The ridc-lKwird that • used 
to bo considered an indispenBiblc article of 
furniture in tho dining, room of nearly all 
classes of society, is now confined to tho 
few, and even the use of wines in our 
public IioIcIb has been discontinued to a 
very great extent. 

There can be no doubt that, with the 
decrease in the use of stimulants by the 
masses thcro baa been an increase in their 
abuse by the classes. 

The very prominence that the evil of 
narcotism has assumed at the present day, 
however, only argues its downfall. The 
growing sentiment of the community is 
strongly Bet against the socyil use of wines 
and liquors. Tho banqueting tnhle and 
the middle classes arc freer from this ubusc 
than in former years, npd even the dealers 
and manufacturers are beginning to feel 
the weight cf public opinion. 

R is no longer respectable to "run a 
tavern , " even if i t be a ' 'hotel caravansary, ' ' 
and the saloon-keeper is denied the right of 
respectable society, membership in secret 
lodges and communion in the: Catholic 
Church, Ho has become a veritable "Esau, 
with every man's hand against him and 
his hand against his neighbor. 

The widespread abuse of narcotics has 
attracted the attention of the medical pro- 
fession, hospitals for tho treatment of 
inebriety are springing up in till parts of 
the country nnd the subject, is receiving 
consideration on all sides by persons' fully 
capable of throwing fight upon t lis per- 
plexing quostion.

Let the good 
work go on; Toe much can not be- snid 
regarding the relation of narcotism to 
crime, nor too much credit be given the 
W, C. T. U. for iln untiring cffbrU in 
educating -public sentiment in ftrror of 
total abstinence as the only safe rule- in 
life. Lot ihe efforts so ably inaugurated 
in our public schools be diligently followed 
up by precept and example in the home-. 

The cure of uny disease is best begun 
before it has taken hold upon tho individual. 
Above all let us not despair, but be hopeful 
of the future. We are- too prone to become 
pessimistic by reason of short sightcdness, 
whereas, if we would bat pause and scan 
the- heavens wo might discern the bow of 
promise that announces the duwn of that 
day when evil shall bo-chaincd and good 
reign supreme. In every phase of human 
experience, in sorrow, sickness and death, 
a philosophy may, be found if it is but 
sought, upon which may be basctl a rule of 
right living, that if applied to future gener- 
ations "will work for the healing of the 
nationB."
